-dnuterest distribution costs. Additional loans in respect of late war 
expenditure would be raised if necessary.

DEATH OF MR. FLYNN ANDERSON.

heart trouble. of Mr. Flynn 
Anderson, the founder of the 
Dollar Directories, 

The news of Mr. Flynn Ander- 
son's death will be. received by 
the large circle of his friends in 
Hongkong with unfeignad regret. 
Te was about three or four years 
ago that he came to Hongkong 
after seven years’ association 
with journalism in the Philip- 
pines, during four years of which 
he was owner and editor of the 
Cebu Chronicle and did valuable 


success of the Chronicle, but 
owing to ill-health he was com- 
pelled to dispose of the property 
and seek a change of.climate. In 
his ‘work in the Philippines he 
was known for his fearless and 
independent stand on public 
qnestions, and this was character- 
istic of the man all through. He 
had had a very large experience 
of Press work in all its branches 
and was capable of filling almost 
any place in a newspaper office. 
He acted as a special correspond- 
entin the Boer War, the Zulu 
Campaign of 1906 and on the 


{Indian Frontier, while in the 


course of extensive. travels he 
had visited Persja, India, the 
Dutch East Indies, China, the 
South’ Sea Islands and Africa. 
It was as a chaplain that he went 
to the Beer War, and after peace 
was concluded he gave a series of 
popular lectures on the war and, 


was from the proceeds of these 
lectures that he. obtained the 
money with which to start the 
Cebu Chronicle. . 


On coming to Hongkong, one 
of his first tasks was the supere 
vision of the publication of the 
first issue of the China Directory’ 
and Far East Business Guide, and 
subsequently he conceived the 
idea of the Dollar Directory, the 
first issue of which was made in 
Hongkong and which was an 
inStantaneous success. He also 
issued a small tourists’ guide to 
Canton. Later he published a 
Dollar Directory in Singapore. 
Whilst there"he established’ the 
well-known Anderson's Advertis- 
iog Agency (the “Three A’s’}, in 
in which capacity he handled the 
advertising of e large number of 
firms. 

Last summer he returned te 
Hongkong to complete the 
errangements for the publication 
of another issue of the Dollar 
Directory here, which is at pre- 
sent in the press. In this con- 
nection .he became a co-partner 
with the firm of Messrs. Brewer 
and. Company. »He left here in 
October for the Straits and while 
there he saw the need fora Sun- 
day paper, with the result that 
he establishee in November. last 
the Straits Record, a journal 
which has already come 
jnto prominence for its out- 
spoken comment. ;
